0 Critics  imaiiiniously  praised  the^ 
sixth  annual  rendition  of  Handelts  ' 
oratorio,  “The  Messiah”,  present- 
ed last  Sunday  night  in  tlie  Utah 
stake  tabernacle. 

John  R.  Halliday  directed  tlie 
mixed  chorus  in  the  oratorio,  ac- 
companied by  the  symphony  or- 
chestra under  the  direction  of  Pro- 
fessor LeRoy  J.  Robertson,  with 
special  organ  accompaniment  by 
J.  J.  Keeler,  and  piano  accompani- 
ment by  Lucille  Dyreng. 

Dean  Gerrit  de  Jong  commented 
as  follows:  “The  Messiah  was  in 
every  way  satisfactory.  The  chorus- 
es especially  revealed  the  inherent 
majesty  and  dignity  of  Handel’s 
vrork,  and  they  have  never  been 
sung  with  more  precision  nor  with 
a better  ensemblv  effect.  It  was 
particularly  gratifying  to  hear  the 
difficult  solos  sung  entirely  by 
studen  soloists  all  of  whom  did 
their  work  with  distinction.  The 
accompaniment  played  by  the  sym- 
phony orchestra  was  a very  valu- 
able contribution  to  the  success  of 
the  entire  performance.  Mr.  Halli- 
day is  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
success  he  achieved  with  this  ag- 
gregation of  musicians  represent- 
ing the  university  and  the  city  of 
Provo.

# “Danger — do  not  touch”  was 
the  warning  marked  on  a circular 
metal  container  recently  shipped 
by  the  Railway  Express  agency 
from  the  New  York  Aquarium  to 
Philadelphia’s. 

In  this  instance,  the  expressmen 
were  forced  to  violate  one  of  the 
Agency’s  cardinal  rules,  viz.,  never 
to  lift  a package  by  the  cord  that 
wraps  it.  The  container  itself 
could  not  otherwise  be  handled  for 
the  shipment  consisted  of  five 
healthy  electric  eels  capable  of 
generating  a current  up  to  300 
volts.  No  matter  what  material  was 
used  in  the  container,  anyone  who 
touched  it  would  get  a “jolt”,  al- 
though not  very  severe.
